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w CITIZKXS : 
TIIK return of this day cannot 


fail to awaken in the heart of every A- 
mi'rican. emotions of the most intereht- 
ing characler. 
The mind reverts to 


thai memorable period, when a band of 
patriots, in despite of ihe menaces of a 
foreign power, and u n i n t i m i d d t e d by 
ihe gloomy aspect of public affairs, 
boldly stepped f o r w a r d and annexed 
their names to a declaration of indepen- 
dence, at the peril of their lives and for- 
tunes. 
But while we look buck w i t h 


the most profound veneration upon thai 
greatness of soul, and firmness of pur- 
pose, w h i c h eiidbled the Congress of 
'76 m u t u a l l y to pledge to each other ajl 
that they held dear and sacred upon 
earth, to defend the rights, and achieve 
the liberty of their country, we would 
not forget t h a t these were but the hon- 
ored instruments in the hands of a su- 
perior Being. 
In reviewing the histo- 


ry of those times, debased indeed must 
be the intellect, that does not perceive 
the agency of an Almighty power, and 
depraved the heart, that does not rise 
in gratitude to Him who inspired our 
senators with wisdom, and nerved the 
warrior's arm to effect our emancipa- 
tion and maintain our independence. 


The season of danger from a foreign 


foe has, however, long since passed by, 
and many years of peace and abund- 
ance have intervened. 
The heroes of 


the revolution have, one by one, been 
conveyed to the silent repositories of 
the dead, until few. very few, remain to 
tell the heart-moving tale, how they 
suffered and bled, to procure the iree- 
dom we now enjoy. 


But, although the armies of a foreign 


power no longer appear in our land, 
slaughtering our citizens, devastating 
our cities, and seeking to deprive us of 
our liberty; yet. a still more danger- 
ous, because a more insidious foe, is 
secretly engaged in the work of death, 
and annually introducing thousands in- 
to the eternal world. lie does not con- 
fine his assaults to our frontier settle 
menls, our thinly populated districts, 
but has long since clandestinely found 
his way into the very heart of our coun- 
try,our most populous towns and cities, 
and is there spreading ruin and devas- 
tation around him. 
He is deaf as the 


adder lo the cries of distress. 
The 


tears of the hapless orphan, the beg- 
gared wife, and the famishing widow, 
•whose earthly support he has laid in a 
premature grave, move not his pity.— 
It does not suffice him, to lead captive 
the husband, the father of a family, and 
reduce him to degradation and wretch- 
edness, but he squanders the estate, 
blights t-he once fair prospect of the 
unfortunate 
wife and 
children, and 


leaves them, in disgrace and poverty, to 
the mercy of an unfriendly and unfeel- 
ing world. 
Not satisfied with killing 


the body, he destroys the soul in hell. 
He fills our prisons, and our peniten- 
tiaries, with such as once promised fair I 
to be the ornaments of society, Sc who,; 
but for him, might have occupied sla- 
• 


lions the mosl respectable and useful 
•• 


to their fellow-citizens. 
I need not tell 


you I allude to intemperance, which is 
spreading its blighting curse far and 
•wide over our otherwise happy land,— 
Never did the Upaslree of Java diffuse 
a more deadly influence around it. nor 
is the fate of the unhappy convict, 
doomed to approach and bear away the 
poison of that tree, more deploiable 
than that o! the wretched victim of in- 
temperance. The one ni'ii/ \isit the 
•'-eadtd spot and return'unhurt ; but 


: other, in ninety-nine cases out of an 


. 
-Hired, is hurried on from one stage 


of degradation, 10 another, until, final- 
ly, estate, health, reputation, life, soul, 
all, are in jcoverably lost. 


The fatal error, that "ardcnl spirit, 


used as an article of hixruv, or an aid 


hol is a real necessary of life, with 
which the laboring classes, in partic- 
ular, cannot dispense, without detri- 
ment. We cannot but deplore the fact 
t h a t those, whose valour procured our 
freedom 
from 
foreign 
oppression, 


should have u n i n t e n t i o n a l l y entailed up- 
on us a bondage much more galling 
than t h a t from which we have been lib- 
erated. 
It was, however, their misfor- 


tune rather than their fault. 
It now 


becomes our d u t y to determine lo be 
free, to put forth a vigorous and per- 
severing effort, in dependence on d h i n c 
aid, to burst asunder the shackles that 
have hitherto bound us, rather than to 
indulge ourselves in useless and inac- 
tive regrets at the alarming prevalence 
of this vice. 


The erroneous opinion, already noti- 


ced, respecting the u t i l i t y of alcoholic 
liquors as an article of drink, has been 
refuted again and again by the ablest 
men of our country. 
It has against it 


the most eminent physicians, and other 
professional men, both of this country 
and of Europe. 
And yet the error ssill 


prevails to a very considerable extent. 
Under this fatal delusion, thousands of 
our y o u n g men daily swallow a portion 
of the poison, and this with the profes- 
sed object of preserving their health, 
invigorating their constitutions, and 
enabling them the better to discharge 
the d u t i e s of their respective avoca- 
tions, while, in fact, they are sapping 
their very vitals, preparing themselves 
to become sots and nuisances of socie- 
ty, and bringing on premature old age 
and death. 
Eminent medical men, 


with one voice, assert, that pure water 
is the most wholesome drink, and that 


to labor," 3s beneficial, an en or 
at line very foundation of inlemperance, 
began to prevail almost three centinirs 
ago in Great Britain. It did nnl. bow- 
ever, become generally prevalt-nt 5n 
this counm-. until afsrr ;be resolution.

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ardent spirits are, in very few instan- 
ces, necessary to the well being of man, 
and, in these few instances, they are lo 
be used as a medicine and not as a bev- 
erage. 


Many generations of the h u m a n race 


had successively appeared on the stage 
of action, finished their parts, and reti- 
red, before alcohol,'arid the art of pre- 
paring it, were discovered by an Ara- 
bian alchemist. 
Centuries again elap- 


sed, and it was still employed only as 
an agent, by those infatuated philoso- 
phers, in their visionary researches for 
the wonder-working stone, by which 
they hoped to be able to transmute the 
baser metals into gold. 
At length the 


u n h a p p y ingenuity of a Spanish physi- 
cian introduced it as a medicine. Cen- 
turies again passed, and il was still 
restricted to the shops of the Apothe- 
cary. 
But, during this long, long peri- 


od, men lived lo an advanced age, and 
enjoyed health, and vigor of body and 
of mind, without the aid of ardent spir- 
it. 
Philosophers taught a:ul poets 


sung. 
Men endured without difficulty 


the greatest hardships and privations. 
Armies marched forth and achieved 
wonders, to which we look back with 
astonishment as extraordinary speci- 
mens of military prowess. 
Mihiades 


routed, with immense slaughter, the 
superior 
forces of Persia upon the 


plains of Marathon. 
Leorfulas, with 


a few valiant spartans, defended the 
straits of Thermopylae, with a bravery 
which scarcely has its parallel in mod- 
ern times. 
Xenophon ied the Greeks, 


who had accompanied Cyrus in an ex- 
pedition against his brother, through a 
hostile country, from Babylon to the 
banks of the liuxine sea, a distance o( 
1600 miles, and yet, from sickness, 
hardships, casualties of various kinds, 
and battles, out of 10.000 he lost not 
more than 1500 men. 
Hannibal, with 


astonishing persevcrancc,led his troops 
across the pathless Alps, and pursued 
his conquests to the vicinity of Home. 


We know the ancients had their 


wines and strong drinks ; but these by 
no means prevailed lo the extent thut 
the use of ardent spirit has done or e- 
vcn now does in our counJry. 
For a 


length of lime, their vine appears lo 
have consisted of the pure expressed 
juice of the grape, drunk before fer- 


had taken place, and conse- 


bcfore alcohul was produced. 


The common br-u-rage was no doubt 
simjilc water. 
Without ihc use of ar- 


dent spirit, ih*i Arab, al present, tra- 
vcr-es the trackless deserts of Africa 
and Arabia, parent d by a vertical sun, 
v. "nh nothing stronger to sjfiate bis 
lhJi>t, tlnn the milk -of 3ns camel, or 
wa'.er •nbichbe carries «iib him on 
his I'jurni'y. 
Vet Arsb- posv.ss unu-

generally recovered than others. 
The 


same holds true of the small pox—the 
most temperate always fare the besi.— 
Even in tropical climates, ardent spir- 
it, according to the opinion of the most 
respectable physicians, is unnecessary 
to prevent disease. 
Indeed its use pro- 


duces a predispobhioii to what it was 
intended to prevent. 


The use of this article is not only of 


no advantage to persons in health, but 
is, in various ways, absolutely prejudi- 
cial. 
Its effects upon the human sys- 


tem are compared, by e m i n e n t writers, 
to those of hemlock, henbane, Sc deadly 
nightshade. We can see no reason why 
these vegetable poisons should not have 
become as celebrated for their virtue in 
the preservation of health, and have 
been as generally used lor that pur- 
pose, unless it be Unit their reception 
into the stomach is not in the first in- 
stance followed by that momentary ex- 
hilaration which succeeds the taking of 
alcohol, but which is. itself, u n i f o r m l y 
succeeded by a derangement of the sys- 
tem, complete prostration of mental en- 
ergy, and deep depression of spirits.— 
Impart to the above mentioned -articles 
the exhilarating property, and let them 
be disguised and presented-tn a form a- 
greeabie to the taste, and soon they will 
become famous as alcohol, in the des- 
truction of the h u m a n species. 


The effects of ardent spirits have 


been drawn up in fearful array, by sun- 
drv eminent 
Physicians—men 
who 


ought to be admitted as the best judg- 
es on this subject. The testimony of 
TROTTER is—-'that of ail the evils of 
human life, no cause of disease has so 
wide a range, or so large a share, as 
the use of Spirituous Liquors; and that 
more than one half of all the sudden 
deaths are occasioned 
by them.'"— 


BELL, an eminent Physician, asserts, 
"that rum. when used even moderately, 
always diminishes the strength, ren- 
ders men more susceptible of disease, 
and unfits them for any service in which 
vigor and activity are required ; and 
that we might as well throw oil into a 
house, the roof of which was on fire, in 
order to prevent the ii:unes from ex- 
tending inside, as to pour ardent spirits 
into the stomach, to lessen the effects 
of a hot sun u p o n the skin " II would 
be ea-sy to m u l t i p l y quotations from the 
most respectable writers upon this sub- 
ject. 
We 
w i l l only add one from Dr. 


CHAPMAN. 
That distinguished physi- 


cian asserts that "the evils of using spir- 
ituous liquors are so great, that the 
emptying of Pandora's box. was but a 
type of what has been experienced by 
their diffusion among the human spe- 
cies." 


These are not discoveries made 


since the days of Temperance Associa- 
ations. 
They are testimonies given 


before the great reformation began, or 
pprhaps before it was thought of.— 
They are the result of the observation 
of men of profound learning and much 
experience. 
They are not given for 


ihe sake of gaining popularity with a- 
ny party or set of men ; bul proceeded, 
no doubt, from a full convicUon of their 
truth, and were in direct opposition to 
popular opinion. Nor does it prove 
the fallacy of these statements, that we 
sometimes .see men who daily use ar- 
dent spirit, attain to a considerable age, 
and enjoy moderately good health.— 
Had they not used it at all,they probably 
would have lived longer, and enjoyed 
still better health. 
The longevity of 


nations living in salubrious climates, 
and entirely unacquainted with the use 
of intoxicating liquors, is a strong ar- 
gument for ihc truth of this supposi- 
tion. 
Indeed a man may take arsenic 


daily, in small quantities, and yet live, 
and for a time feel little o! its cfiecis 
upon his constitution. 
But siill he is 


making use of a deudiy poison, and 
must sooner or later atone for his folly, 
by disease and premature death. 
Al- 


cohol, as w<-H as arsenic, is a deadly 
poison. 
It is inn-, that larger doses 


of the former than o! the laUrr are. rc- 
ce»sarv lo proii: unnu-dialely fatal to 
Hie; bus both, when l.sk^-n bjYiUJ&lh'.

will deliberately resolve, to become a 
d r u n k a r d , and receijjj|" its reward in 
this life, and in the life thai is to 
come ?

an object o! "scorn amongst men. of tri- 
umph amongst devils, and ofcommis- 
eraiion amongst the angels of heaven. 


We need scarcely consume a mo- 


ment in pointing out to you the evils of 
ardent spirits, when this used to'ex- 
cess. 
You have all seen them. 
Go to 


the wretched cottage, whose inmates 
are clad in tattered garments, their dai- 
ly fare scarcely sufficient to keep alive 
the vital spark -/hear the sad tale of ihe 
half-famished mother and her helpless 
offspring; inquire into the cause of all 
this misery : The answer is — Intem- 
perance ! 
He who had, in happier 


days, and with brighter prospects, 
pledged himself most solemnly to be 
the support of that wife, and is bound 
by the tenderest ties to protect and 
cherish their common offspring, has a- 
bancloned himself to Drunkenness ; and 
his hard-earned pittance now goes to 
the emolument of one who procures his 
livelihood by dealing out poison to his 
fellow men. 
His family no longer find 


in him a kind friend and protector — he 
has become their most violent persecu- 
tor and abustr. 
Every manly and en- 


nobling feeling of his soul has withered 
under the blighting influence of Intem- 
perance. 


Visit our alms-houses, and observe 


the poverty, disease and wretchedness 
thai prevail there ; investigate their 
cause, and in a very large proportion of 
cases you will find that the wretched 
occupants are not innocent sufferers. — 
Ardent spirit has squandered 
their 


properly, or at least prevented them 
from acquiring a competence, destroy- 
ed their health, and incapacitated them 
for labor, and finally lodged them with- 
in these wails, to be supported at the 
expense of the temperate and industri- 
ous, 


Survey our prisons and penitentia- 


ries. inquire of the convict loaded with 
chains, and confined within the narrow, 
gloomy precincts of a dungeon, what 
ied 
him to the commission 
of the 


crime which brought him thither, and 
in very many instances he will candidly 
tell you — Intemperance. 
Yes. it is In- 


temperance that fills our poor-houses 
with paupers, our prisons with insol- 
vent debtors, and our penitentiaries 
with con* ids; that furnishes the prin- 
cipal part of the business of our crimi- 
Jiul courts; thai diffuses far and wide 
through our country, poverty and 
wretchedness.

It b l u n t s the sensi- 
bilities, seat's the conscience, and ren- 
ders the man incapable of feeling.—. 
You may enlreal him in the most affec- 
tionate manner lo desist,, but he re- 
gards you not. 
You may point him to 


the t r i b u n a l of Heaven, and ihc retribu- 
tions of eternity, b'ul you cannot alarm 
him. 
You may assure him, upon the 


authority of the word of God, that 
d r u n k a r d s shall not inherit Ihe king- 
dom of heaven ; bul you will seem lo 
him as one thai mocks. 
The invifmg 


strains of the gospel may fall never so 
softly and sweetly upon his car, he will 
refuse to hearken. 
There is. perhaps, 


no one cause, thai goes further in ob- 
structing the progress of the gospel, 
and counteracting its legitimate effects 
upon the hearts of men, than intemper- 
ance. 
While il is sapping ihe vitals of- 


our republic, by producing useless ex- 
penditure,--!:)}' fostering dissension, by 
introducing crime and pauperism, by 
a n n u a l l y destroying its thousands of 
our citizens, it is also making- fearful 
havoc in the church of GOD. 
How 


many there are w i t h i n the pale of that 
church, who indulge themselves in the 
daily moderate use of spirit, popularly 
so called, until habits of intemperance 
are deeply rooted, and become mani- 
fest to the world by shameful intoxica- 
tion. 
They are then either cut off from 


Christian communion, as a gangrenous 
member thai endangered ihe health *of 
ihe whole body, or they-remain a dis- 
grace to the religion which they pro- 
fess, the laughing stock of infidels"and 
devils 
Or suppose them riever'thus 


to disgrace themselves in the sight of 
the world, yet by daily tippling they 
induce that stupidity of mind, and^ob- 
duracy of heart, which are complete 
proof against the efficacy of divine 
truth. 


Such being the facts with regard to 


the use of ardent spirits: that they are 
not only of no advantage, but prejudi- 
cial in the extreme ; the cause of more 
misery than all other causes put logetb- 
er:5ihe question must present itself with 
peculiar force to every philanthropic 
mind : whal can 1 do to aid in the cause 
of temperance ? 
We wish not,to,-be 


thought uncharitable, but we can hard- 
ly conceive, how any man of humane 
feelings, viewing the subject as -we do, 
can avoid asking himself ihis question, 
and immediately aciing upon his con- 
scienlious decision. 
The reformation 


lias already begun ; il has extended ils 
effects, in a greater or less degree, to 
every class and grade in society. It 
therefore remains for us lo determine, 
whether we will unile our efforts wit.li 
the good and philanthropic in this glo- 
rious cause, or sil down in heartless .a- 
palhy, while others arc winning laurels- 
for their acliviiy and valor, in expelling 
the odious monster from ihe earlh.—- 
Let us remember, that ihe cause of 
temperance will flourish whether we 
aid or oppose it. 
Some of the most gi- 


g-antic minds, both in this country and 
Great Britain, are enlisted in its favor. 
We may, if we please, espouse the cause 
of Bacchus, asid extol the virtues of the 
flowing cup, and we may thus lead 
many an unsuspecting fellow creature 
lo ruin—but let us remember we are 
accountable lo ihe Iribunal of Heaven 
for ilie part we act, and lei us remem- 
ber, too, the cause of lempcrancc will 
prevail, il is the cause-of humanity, it 
is the cause of God.

t r i b u t e d among the c o m m u n i t y , w i t h 
directions recommending them to be 
taken once in so many hours, as a pre- 
ventive or as a cure of the disease.

published ail the Recipes which could 
be had.

To the Senate: 


Tlw bill to "rnorlify and contitnio" the act 


entitled "an act to incorporate the subscri- 
bers of Hie Bank of the United Suites," was 
presented to me on the 4th of July instant. — 
J hiving considered it with that, solemn rew 
to the principcs of 'the Constitution whic 
p r n c p' 
the day was c'iilculajpd to inspire, and come 
to the conclusion that it ought not to become 
a lav/, I herewith return it to She Senate in 
which it originated, with my objections. 


A Bank of the United States is, in many 


respects, convenient for the Government and 
useful to the people. 
KnterUiininjr Uii- o- 


pinion, and deeply impressed with the belief 
that some of the powers and privileges pos- 
sessed by the existing Bunk are unauthorized 
by the Constitution, subversive of the rights 
of the States, and dangerous to the liberties 
of the people, 1 felt, it my duty, -it an early pe- 
riod of my administration, to call the atten- 
tion of Congress to the practicability ofor^an- 
izimr an institution combining all its advan- 
tages and obviating these objections. I sin- 
cerely regret thai, in thr-i act before me, J 
can perceive none of those modiiicaiions 
of the Bank charter which are nee-Cosary, 


calling in its loans will produce great crnbar- 
racsment and distress. 
The time allowed to 


public opinion be. t h a t tippling is not 
only c r i m i n a l , but disgraceful ; £c those 
•who choose to remain topers, will b« o- 
bliged lo resort, to their h a u n t s ol dissi- 
pation under the cover of darkness, and 
the influence of llu-ir example w i l l no 
Jonger openly exert itself upon society.

Let us be the friends and advocates 


of temperance, in principle as well as in

Above all, sensible of 


the "inefficiency of the best human 
means, independent of Divine aid. let 
us ever remember to implore the bles- 
sing of Heaven to rest upon our efforts, 
and finally to crown them with a b u n - 
dant success. 


The present crisis seems to call for 


increased exertion. 
A disease, the 


most dreadful that has ever scourged 
the human race, has swept, like a deso- 
lating flood, over the Eastern world, 
and in its course borne away more than 
fifty millions o f o u r species. 
At ils ap- 


proach the guilty tremble, every lace 
gathers paleness, and the boldest heart 
feels dismay. 
At length this unwel- 


come visitant has reached the shores o! 
America, and is spreading consterna- 
tion throughout the country. 
'1 he in- 


temperate have ever been, in an extra- 
ordinary manner, the victims of ibis 
disease. 
Its future progress none can 


predict, but there is just reason to fear 
that it will spread its ravages far and 
wide over our continent. 
How mud, 


how distinct, the call to America, to 
abstain totally from the use of spirit- 
uous liquors ! How forcible the ap- 
peal to the Iriends of temperance to u- 
wake to renewed effort I 
Who 
knows 


but this destroying angel has visited 
our shore, commi.ssioned by Him who 
rules the destinies of men, to chastise 
us for the sin of Intemperance ; and 
who can tell, if we repent ami forsake 
our sin, but that the band of omnipo- 
tence may stay the pestilence, ami "in 
deserved wrath remember rm'rrv." 


in my opinion, to make it compatible with 
justice, with sound policy, or with the Con- 
stitution of our country. 


The present, corporate body, denominated 


the President, Directors and Company ot'the 
Bank of the U. State?, will have existed, at 
the time ibis act is intended to lake ellest, 
twenty years, 
ft enjoys an exclusive privi- 


lege of banking under the authority of the 
General Government, a monopoly ofitsiayor 
and support, and. as a necessary consequence, 
almost a monopoly of the foreign and domes- 
tic exchange. 
'The powers, privileges and 


favors bestowed upon it, in the original char- 
ter, by increasing the value of the slock far 
above its par value, operated as a gratuity of 
many millions to the stockholders. 


An apology may be found for the failure to 


fnarcl against this result, in the considera- 
tion that the ofleclofthe original actol'mcor- 
poration could not be certainly foreseen at 
the time of its passage. The act before me 
proposes another gratuity to the holders of the 
same stock, and, in many cases, to the same 
men, of at least seven millions more. 
This 


donation finds no apology in any uncertainty 
as to the eiiect of the net. On all hands it is 
conceded that, its passage will increase at 
least twenty or tbirty per cent more, the 
market price of the stock, subject to the pay- 
ment of the annuity of.$200.000 per year, se- 
cured by the act; "thus adding, in.a moment, 
one fourth to its par value. 
It is not our own 


citizens only who are to receive the bounty 
of our Government. More than oijrht mil- 
lions of the stock of this Bank arc held by for- 
eigners. By tliis act, tfie American ke-nib- 
liiTproposes virtually to make them a present 
of some millions of dollars. 
For these gra- 


tuities to foreigners, arid to some of our own 
opulent citizens, the act secures no equiva- 
lent whatever. 
They arc the certain gains 


of the present stockholders under the opera- 
tion of this act, after making full allowance 


close itscoijcvnib, is ample, and ifitims been 
w«ll manured, its pressure will be li^ht, and 
heavy only in case its management has been 
bad. 
Jf, therefore, it shall produce distress, 


the fault will be its own, and it would fijnmh 
a reason against renewing a power which has 
been so obviously abused. 
.But, will there e- 


ver be a time when this reason will be loss 
powerful 1 To acknowledge its force, is lo 
admit that the Rank ought to be perpetual, & 
as a consequence, the present .stockholders 
and those inheriting their rights, as succes- 
sors, be established a privileged order, cloth- 
ed both with great political power and enjoy- 
ing iinmense' pecuniary advantages from 
their connection with the government. 


The modifications of the existing charter, 


proposed by this act, are not .such, in my 
view, as make it consistent with the rights of 
the States or the liberties of the people-.

This provision secures to the

and have notes issued by tlie St. Louis Branch, 
il can pay the debt with those notes; but if a 
merchant, mechanic, or other private citizen 
be in like circumstances, he cannot by law 
pay his debt with those notes, but must sell 
them ut a discount, or send them toSt Louis 
to be cashed. 
This boon, conceded to_the 


State Banks, though not unjust in itself, is 
most odious, because, ii, does not measure out 
equal justice to the high and the low, the rich 
and the poor. 


To ths extent of it" practical effect, it is
